FISH CULTURE. 

The Emjure says: It is not unuenal to 
find in Canadian journals Newfoundland 
and its people descrived as being decided. 
ly unpcogressive and unenterprising. The 
report of the fisheries commission present- 
ed last month to the Legislature of the 
island is well calculated to correct this 
uncomplimenutary estimate. The com- 
missioners were appointed last spring, 
and one of their first steps was to secure 
the services of an expert from Nerway as 
A large cod- 


Mc- 


superintendent of fisheries, 
fish hatchery was then erected on an 
island in Trinity Bay, with a capacity 
for hatching two haudred or two hundred 
and fifty million ova each year. The 
building apparatus, of most modern and 
improved kinds, was not ready before 
the spawning time of the cod was at an 
end. ‘This, however, did not keep the 
commissioners and their energetic super- 
intendent idle. The apparatus, though 
not designed or very well adapted for the 
purpose, was utilized for hatoning lob- 
sters, no less than between four and five 
millions being planted in the waters of 
the bay. This success was the more 
noteworthy as lobster hatching had never 
previously been attempted on so large a 
scale, having indeed, only been couduct- 
ed hitheato in scientific laboratories. A 
hatchery for the special purpose is con. 
templated, enormous quantities of the 
fructified eggs being obtainable at the 
factories, where they are now wasted. 
Superintendent Nielson hae also intro- 
duced floating hatching boxes for local 
propagation at each factory, which will 
thus at a amall cost and little trouble be 
able to keep up their supply of lobsters 
now falling off, having the strongest in 
ducemeut from self-interest. 

While awaiting the cod spawniag sea 
son of this year and utilizing the time 
aud their apparatus for lobster hatching , 
the commissionsrs and their auperintend- 
ext did not allow their energies to be 
thus circumscribed. The various fisheries 
of all kinds, cod, herring,saimon, lobsters, 
bait fish and othersa—were thorougisy | 
inspected and examined, the result 
being a series of valuabie reports as to the 
present condition, future prospects and | 
requirements of the differeut fisheries os 
to kiud of nets and other fishing appar- 
atus, methods of fishing, close time for | 
the season and each week and kindred 
matters, all tending to the preservation 
of the fisheries or their restoration When 
depleted. 


The superintendent, who is evideutly 
thoroughly qualified and full of zeal, 
gives scientific reasons as weil as practi- | 
cal experience to support ali his conclu- 
sious and recommendations, and plainly | 
shows the urgent necessity for conserva- |
